The total loss in Ru shv ilie by 
fire du ring 19 29 w as $54,37 5.50. 
th e report shows, w hich, based 
on a popu lation of 
6,000 people, 
places th e av erage for each in­ 
div idu al a t $9 .06 for th e y ear. 
T his 
loss 
w as 
considerably 
h ig h er th a n th a t of th e preced­ 
ing y ear, w hen th e per capita 
loss w as $ 1.10, figu red on a total 
fire loss of $9 ,411. 
The 
loss for 
19 29 
w as in­ 
creased w ith 
th e 
seriou s 
fire 
th a t destroy ed th e N orris F e r­ 
tilizer factory in th e su m m er, as 
th is loss alone am ou nted to $50,- 
000. The balance of th e loss was 
kept to a low point, w ith th e 
actu al fires from oth er sou rces 
being less th a n $5,000. 
T he fire d e partm ent in 
1929 
answ ered 69 calls, and for the

The per. capita fire loss in 


Rushville city during the last 
year amounted to $9.06, accord- 
ing to the annual report made 
for the department today by 
Claude Smith, fire chief, from 
the records of William H. Mof- 
fett, the secretary. 


The total loss in Rushville by 


fire during 1929 was $54,375.50. 
the report shows, which, based 
on a,population of 6,000 people, 
places the average for each in- 
dividual at $9.06 for the year. 


This • loss was 
considerably 


higher than that of the precede 
ing year, when the per capita 
loss was $1.10, figured on a total 
fire loss of $9,411. 


The loss for 1929 was in- 


creased with the serious fire 
that destroyed the Norris Fer- 
tilizer factory in the summer, as 
this loss alone amounted to $50,- 
000. 
The balance of the loss was 


kept to a low point, with the 
actual fires from other sources 
being less than $5,000. 


The fire department in 1929 


answered 69 calls, and for the 
year previous the number of 
calls answered were 80. In 1923 
the 80 runs included 13 false 
alarms, while for .the year just 
closed only 9 such calls were an- 
swered. 


The 69 calls were sent into the 


department'from 22 different fire 
boxes," 38 calls were either tele- 
phoned or sent orally to the 
headquarters, and the 9 were 
false.

and lots of silk underwear and 
inen.

I do not like the Chinese as 


well as the Japanese, because 
they are so dirty. Of course, it 
was cold and they had- rags 
sewed over rags.

Many of the peo- 
ple live in river junks about the 
size of row boats; they spend 
most of their time in such boats 
jeing allowed ashore for a few 
hours at a time every once in a 
while. About our ship was at 
east 22 sampaus, stationed there 
to catch such garbage as the 
cook threw down the chute. Such 
morsels were fished out of the 
river with nets. The river is al- 
ways muddy and so swift at al 
,imes that if one falls overboard 
rescue is difficult because of the 
undertow. I felt sorry for tiny 
little children calling -chow 
.how" up to us on the ship. 


We met the,Misses Hughes and

.has never been surveyed, so the 
officials do not know just how 
much the hole does wander from 
the straight and narrow. 


All the drilling has been done 


•with rotary tolls, rather than 
the older percussion system.

Thee Reed- 


Wainwright Resolution is pend- 
ing in both the Senate and the 
House. 
It 
provides a commission, 


which is bi-partisan and com- 
posed of four members of the 
Senate, four of the House, the 
secretaries of War, Navy, Agri- 
culture, Commerce and Labor, 
and five other persons not hold- 
ng governmental positions. The 
atter will be selected with a 
view of representing in a gener- 
al way the views of labor, nidus- 
try capital, agriculture and the 
professions respectively. If the 
resolution is adopted by Con- 
press, the commission will meet 
n Washington and report to the 
president not later than Novem- 
jer 1, 1930, the form that Uni- 
versal legislation should take, 
die president in turn will trans- 
mit this report, with or without 
lis indorsement, to congress not 
later than the first Monday in 
December of 1930. 
The Legion program calls, 


among other things, for import- 
ant legislation affecting the dis- 
abled. It seeks elimination of 
the time limit in which evidence 
of service connected disability 
may be submitted. It seeks de- 
pendency pay for .those suffering 
permanent disabilities. It sets 
aside certain classes of disabili 
ties in which service connection 
is presumed. 
The Legion seeks increased ap- 


propriation for military, naval 
and civilian aviation develop- 
ment and the completion of the 
five year air building program. 
It advocates appropriation suffi- 
cient to maintain a force of at 
least 25,0.00 in the naval reserves 
and an adjustment in the pay 
of officers and men of the vari- 
ous services.
